The 
rest passed completely. 


Over 200 were still waiting to 
take the tests when the station 
closed at IO p.m. 
Many of those who went to take 
the test complained of inefficiency 
and confusion at the testing .sta­ 
tion.

people were kept standing around 
for hours as the examiners ap­ 


parently didn’t know what they 
were doing. 
The tests will start in Lower 
Bucks next week at the new State 
Police Substation on U. S. Route 
I at the Pennsylvania Turnpike 
in Trevose, They will be held 
Monday through Friday from 4 30 
to IO p.m. 


The drivers are called for test­ 
ing on the basis of their opera­ 
tor’s license numbers. The test 
has two parts, the vision test 
given 
by State 
Police and a 
physical examination by the dri­ 
ver’s private physician. 
Tests will be held again Friday
